Since 9 a.m., how- 
ever. the station has been silent. 

Pilots reported that 13 rockets 
hit the radio station at Jogjakarta 
and it was wrecked.

THE U.S.A. has appealed directly 
to Moscow for information re- 
garding thé Red Army forces in 
Northern Iran, it was learned yester- 
day from anonymous sources, states 
an A.P. message from Washington.

The Iranian situation is rapidly 
becoming criticah in the view of 
some Allied diplomatists in Wash- 
ington. The Soviet response to the 
Note from Washington may deter- 
mine whether, and how quickly, the 
point of crisis will reached. 
Friendly relations between Britain, 
America and Russia are involved. 
Iran has long been regarded by 
diplomatists as a t-war “trouble 
spot,” because it is there that the 
British Empire and the Soviet Union 
meet at close quarters.

Fee Ministers, three main Opposition Party leaders, spokes- 
men for Labour and the Farmers, and dozens of deputies, 
spent their week-end speaking at over two hundred election 
meetings in the five by-election constituencies. It was the biggest 
spate of mass oratory since the general election. | 


At Kilrush, Dr. T. F. óg, ri 
T.D., Deputy-Leader of Fine Gael, 
explained why the party had with- 
drawn from four of the by-elec- 
tions.

Jews Blow Up

Two British sergeants, four British 
constables, and eight Palestinian 
constables were wounded, none of 
them seriously, when two police 
coastguard stations at Sidni Ali and 
Givat Olga, north of Tel Aviv, 
Palestine, were blown up early yes- 
terday by Jews, and later attacked 
with automatic. weapons.

“ SLACKERS ” 


Less than. forty-years ago pro- 
fessional economists, with few 
exceptions, based their teachings 
on the economic principles of 
Adam Smith. Statesmen—again 
with some exceptions—were com- 
mittéd to the view that a nation’s 
wealth could be estimated only 


ings, when measured in terms of 
money. If that total was rela- 
tively high, the nation was rela- 
tive prosperous and secure. ' If 
the aggregate of personal earn- 
ings were allowed to fall below 
a certain level, the inevitable 
\result would be national poverty 
and decline. It mattered little 
whether the few were abund- 
antly rich and the many were 
relatively poor, so long as the 
total wealth was on the right side 
of the nation’s ledger. To make 
sure of that favourable balance 
was the statesman’s primary and 
principal duty. To that end, any 
means that did not outrage the 
public conscience violently might 
be, and ought to be, employed. 
Thousands of people who’ were 
less fit to continue the struggle 
for life might fall by the way- 
side, but the output of cotton 
and caal and steel must increase, 
whatever the cost might be in 
human health or happiness. So, 
with certain reservations and 
pleas in mitigation, said pro- 
fessors of the strict “ Manchester 
school” of economics. Slowly 
but surely the public conscience 
awoke to the gross cruelty and 
danger of this merciless inter- 
pretation of economic, “law.” 
Compelled to deal with the threat 
of newly organised labour forces, 
and persuaded by the’ humani- 
tarian arguments of social re- 
formers, the statesmen and pro- 
fessional economists of Great 
Britain and other countries began 
to look about them for means by 
which to reconcile the proven 
merits of .the capitalistic and 
competitive system with the 
advanced doctrines of Socialist 
agitators. So, as Great Britain 


shake themselves free of the 
shackles of Victorian economics, 
there came a rapid series of 
efforts to build a safe half-way 
house between rival, and appa- 
rently irreconcilable, doctrines of 
political economy. 

While these efforts to break 
away from systems of undiluted 
capitalism and class _ privilege 
have led to calamitous outbreaks 
of violence in many communi- 
ties, the people and Government 
of this country are fortunate in 
that their material interests— 
and, as we believe, their deeper 
spiritual sympathies—are more 
closely in accord with those of 
Great Britain than with those of 
any other country. While many 
differences of outlook may 
remain, propinquity, and prac- 
tical identity in systems of 
government, make it inevitable 
that political and economic 
developments on the other side 
of the Irish Sea will continue 
to be matters of lively and prac- 
tical interest to Irishmen. Never- 
theless, it would be foolish to 
suppose that. common interests 
and sympathies are likely to find 
expression in identical forms of 
government or economic struc- 
ture. Not only differences of 
temperament, but very different 


call for different treatment, While 
fully developed socialist institu- 
tions may suit the highly indus- 
trialtsed communities of Great 
Britain, it is impossible to sup- 
pose that the same type of insti- 
tution can be made to serve the 
needs of a country in which the 
well-being of the highly indi- 
vidualistic peasant farmer has 
primary importance. The “ mass 
psychology” of factory workers 
is profoundly different from that 
of isolated agricultural com- 
munities. Systems of govern- 
ment, and types of economic 
organisation, that may suit one 
set of conditions are not un- 
likely .to be disastrous in other 
and widely different circum- 
stances. The failure to recognise 
the yital importance of that 
simple fact went far, as we 
believe, to explain the collapse 
of the Act of Union and the final 
severance of political ties between 
the peoples of Great Britain and 
of Ireland. 

Does the recognition of that 
fact mean that the people of this 
country and of Great Britain can 
afford to treat all the teachings 
of Adam Smith, Ricardo and 
the whole school of “classic” 
economists with contempt? Is it, 
or is it not, true that the sum of 
national wealth—however it may 
be distributed or re-allotted— 
consists of the aggregate of indi- 
vidual contributions to the 
nation’s pool of goods and 
essential services? If that is 
true, does it not follow that per- 
sonal inefficiency,  ill-directed 
effort and parasitic habits of life 
constitute a direct drain on the 
country’s pool of economic 
wealth and well-being? Is it a 
fact that the willing and efficient 
worker must make up for the

Great Britain? To ‘pat it more 
plainly, is there not 
strongly marked tendency to- look 
for the kind of “ soft jobs” that 
are reputed to be at the disposal 
of ‘State bureaucracies and party 
organisations? These questions, 
as we believe, go to the very root 
of our problem of economic 
organisation. Efforts to achieve 
personal efficiency have been re- 
placed largely by the desire for 
patronage and for sinecure em- 
ployment. National and social 
ideals have tended steadily to 
évaporate in a new atmosphere 
of disillusionised materialism. 
Against these 
Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has: issued impressive 
warnings. Yet there is little sign 
of slackening in the race for 
preferment- and ‘tasy money. 
When the present craze for spec- 
tacular amusements is tempered 
by a sense of. grim economic 
reality, this country may begin to 
travel more hopefully on the road 
to national well-being and social 
security. 


The Missing Key 


Says the Manchester Guardian: 
“A modest consignment of 
25,000,000 tins of sardines is now 
on its way from Portugal to this 
country. If there are no keys, or 
only the hole-and-corner variety, 
sent with them, the Portuguese 
might nearly as well have sent? us 
an atomic bomb.” That was a 
cri du ceur, based on the fact 
that Sir Ben Smith, the British 
Minister of Food, had just 
informed Parliament that it was 
“not possible to arrange at 
present for key openers to be 
provided with tins of sardines ” 
Parliament, as we are told, 
laughed and _ cheered the 
announcement—as if, perhaps, to 
indicate that de minimis non 
curat lex. A keyless sardine-tin, 
however, is no trifle, as the wife 
of any one of those legislators 
‘might have .told him. The 
member who asked the question 
that provoked the Minister’s 
answer spoke of “the natural 
reluctance of the housewives of 
this country to attack them (the 
sardine-tins) with hatchets.” He 
was not exaggerating in this 
apparently far-fetched view of 
the measures which must be 
adopted against a sardine-tin that 
is unprovided with the regular 
means of opening. The medizval 
knight was scarcely more secure 
in his armour than is the modern 
sardine in his tin. The hatchet, 
indeed, will do the trick—but 
how lamentable an expenditure 
of energy, strength and temper is 
entailed; and how few are the 
fish that emerge unscathed from 
the onslaught! The wit of man 
has devised few methods of 
incarceration that afford less 
opportunity for successful storm- 
ing. A few determined men—as 
this country well knows—can 
contrive a prisoner’s escape from 
the strongest fortress; an pndis- 
ciplined mob could storm the 
Bastille; but, the sardine-tin 
remains impregnable. A child 
can open it with a simple key, 
but the most powerful man, 
lacking that key, can hack his 
way to the treasures within only 
at the cost of their ruin, There 
is a moral somewhere.

Another fine aac film, and one 
with an exciting history, is The Heart 
of a Nation (Grafton), an episodic 
account of the lives and loves of a 
French family over the period 1870- 
1940. Printed and edited from a nega- 
tive buried in Paris until it could be 
smuggled to America, a running com- 
mentary by Charles Boyer bridges the 
cuts and clarifies E- Wa of 
the political situati ry dis- 
tinguished cast, including SA (the 
never-to-be-forgotten boulanger' ), 
Michéle Morgan (now a Hollywood 
star in her own right) and Suzy Prim 
(““Tarakanova ”) act the piece with 
alternate tenderness and humour. It 
is a pleasure to commend the film. 

Hangmen Also Die (Metropole) is a 
hard, cruel reconstruction of the events 
that may. be assumed to have followed 
the assassination of Heydrich, Reich 
"“ Protector ” of Czechoslovakia. 
Directed in Fritz Lang's best manner, 
the film is obviously not designed for 
the sensitive, and seems to take satis- 
faction in piling  brutali upon 
brutality. A sequence near the close, 
in which Inspector Griiber, of the 
Gestapo, meets with an uncomfortable 
end, Is easily the best in the picture. 
The finest acting comes from Gene 
Lockhart, as a “collaborating” 
brewer, and Walter Brennan, surpris- 
ingly cast as a bearded scientist- 
patriot. 

The True Glory (Adelphi) is a war 
documentary to end all war documen- 
taries. No. clearer exposition of the 
Strategy employed tig od D-Day to VE- 
Day could possibly be desired. As 
a piece of photographic reporting, it 
is without parallel. $ impact is so 
forceful that it is hard to adjust one- 
self to the trite conventionalities of the 
second feature, The Hidden Eye, in 
which Edward Arnold again plays the 
blind detective he , characterised in 
“ Byes in the Night.’ 

pernel Smith (Astor) is a 
modern romance in the Orczy tradi- 
tion, with Leslie Howard as an archzo- 
logist who spends his time excavating 
prisoners from - concentration camps 
and Fr ling them back to England.

FISHING IN EIRE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH pee 
Sirn,—Recent correspondence a 
pearing in your columns wou d 
tend to convey the impression that 
no central organising y existed 
in this country in connection with 
trout angling. ‘would like to 
yen | this erroneous impression 

to point out that in the Trout 
Ausiete Federation of Eire we 
have a real live body. Admittedly, 
its activities were much restricted 
during the war years, but it was 
not dead 
This federation of Irish angling 
clubs and associations came into 
being 
its aims and objects were stated to 
be— 


1. To combine all trout angling 
bodies in the Irish Free State for 
the purpose of safeguarding and 
promoting the interests of trout 
anglers and improving the fishing 
throughout the country. 

2. To encourage the formation 
of trout angling associations in 
districts where such associations do 
not already exist. 

3. To take such steps as may be 
advised to suppress poaching and 
eliminate pollution or other matters 
detrimental to angling. 

4. To assist the Department of 
Lands and Fisheries in carrying out 
remedial legislation in matters per- 
taining to our inland fisheries. 

5. To foster the sport of trout 
angling in the Irish Free State as a 
health-giving recreation and a 
national asset. 

Although the establishment of 
hatcheries was not specifically stated 
in the original programme, much has 
been done by the Federation to pro- 
mote restocking, and money grants 
have been given to associations to 
assist in this laudable project. For 
years the annual meeting of the dele- 
gates. and the meetings of the Execu- 
tive Committee, were held in Dublin. 
The advent of the war in 1939 put a 
stop to many of the activities of the 
Federation, because of the lack of 
transport facilities. The officers of 
the Federation have not, however, 
been idle during the war years, and 
frequent conferences have been held 
with representatives of ‘the Department 
of Fisheries, and grievances submitted 
by county associations were discussed. 
Conferences were also held with the 
Tourist Board. At these conferences 
such subjects as pollution of rivers, 
rod tax, tourist a and cleaning 
of rivers, etc., were discussed. The 
Federation took an active interest in 
fishing legislation, and prepared a case 
for presentation to the Inland Fishing 
Commission, and a representative of 
the Federation gave valuable evidence 
before the Commission. As many as 
40 associations were affiliated to the 
Federation, and it may be assumed 
that all of these will resume member- 
ship early in the new year. At the 
moment, the officials of the Federa- 
tion are engaged in tabulating a large 
number of replies to a recent circular 
sent out by our Honorary Secretar 
to the Association in. connection wit 
coming legislation. 

The writer notices with some sur- 
prise that, in a letter which appeared 
in the /rish Times of November 12th. 
from Mrs. H. A. Lafferty, Honorary 
Secretary of the I.T.F.F.C.C., he con- 
templates the promotion of an active 
central body whose functions would 
be to deal with such matters as re- 
stocking, preservation, pollution, legis- 
lation, etc., the identical subjects which 
form the main activities of the Trout 
Anglers’ Federation of Eire—all of 
which have from time to time been 
discussed by the Federation officials 
with the appropriate authorities. It is 
hardly necessary to poigt out to Mr. 
Lafferty, and to your readers, that the 
necessary machinery for the develop- 
ment of the inland fisheries is already 
in existence in the Federation, and the 
active co-operation of Mr. — 
and is friends is cordially invited, 
assist in restarting the operations sitter 
the dormant period occasioned by the 
war. 

It is hoped at an early date to 
resume our delegates’ meetings, and 
carry on our pre-war activities.—

Lucan is tangled with roads i: the 
most interesting way in several 
other places. At the short fourth, 
for instance, you play across and 
IS along a laneway lined with 
ramble bushes. At one time you 
played directly across the lane, but 
a citizen who had, rather sensibly, 
no interest in golf ‘suddenly decided 
to build a house in the middle of 
the operations. 

Subsequently, from the seventh 
tee, you are faced with the con- 
vergence of the laneway, and the 
main road, which passes below the 
club-house. Taking a hasty look 
here on the down-swing the first 
time round I came to the con- 
clusion that more road than fair- 
way was visible, and put my drjve 
on the female tee, short, but out of 
harm’s way. 

1 am informed that somebody 
once sloshed his tee-shot through 
the windscreen of an approaching 
motor-car at this hole, and the 
motorist got out and helped the 
player to find his ball. He said he 
was a golfer, too.

Father and Mother 


Lucan came into existence in the 
latter years of the last century. The 
course was then to be found on the 
Moor of Meath, near Leixlip. The 
club moved to Lucan at the time of 
the Boei War, and became affiliated 
to the Golfing Union of Ireland in 
1905. It now has 94 men members 
and 91 women associates. 

(By the way, while we are affiliat- 
ing with the Golfing Union of 
Ireland again, somebody says: “ You 
state that the King of England is 
also King of Ireland, with a handi- 
cap of 26.

OBITUARY 
_MR. EUGENE COGHLAN 


The death of Mr. Eugene Coghlan, - 


P.C., a Dublin draper, with Susiness 
houses in the centre of the city, has 
taken place at his home, Cuil na 
Greine, Howth road, Dublin. 

Born at K ilbeggan, he came to 
Dublin over 60 years ago, and worked 
in the firms of Messrs. Brown Thomas 
and Messrs. Switzer before opening a 
shop of his own in Nassau street, 
Later he opened shops in Exchequer 
street and Wicklow street.
